The latter possesses more natural ad- 
vantages for'aspeedy recuperation, were 
they-properly utilized, and yet two years 
after the war finds her still groaning un- 
der the burdens inflicted by the struggle. 
Theamountof the business is, the work- 
ers at the South—the bone and sim \v— 
were tht former slaves—the whites knew 
nothing at all of hard manual labor. 
Had slavery been preserved the _South 
would ere this have regained her former 
prosperity. The planters, upon returning 
from the war, under the old regime, would 
have set their slaves to work to pay for 
the luxury of their bloody pastime. But 
when they returned and found no slaves, 
but, on the contrary, men who had to be 
paid for their labor, they could not ac- 
cept the situation. 
They could not sow 


an.l plant, and they hated to hire the ne- 
groes. 
Consequently much time was 


lost iu conquering prejudice. 1'iually, 
one by one, somewhat reluctantly, they 
are beginning to come to their senses, 
and an improvement in affairs is appa- 
rent.
